fungus which becomes 
more active with the advent of 
cooler weather. 
According to Floyd M. Key, 
county agricultural agent, the 
disease is commonly referred 
to as brown patch and is char­ 
acterized by the dying of patch­ 
es of grass in circular patterns. 
The spots may range in size 
from a few inches to several 
feet in diam eter with the turf 
collapsing at the affected spots 
giving a sunken appearance in 
comparison with the surround­ 
ing healthy turf. Brown patch 
is sometimes found only in a 
single 
lawn. 
In 
other cases, 
every 
lawn 
in 
a 
particular 
neighborhood will be affected. 
Key says that stolons or run­ 
ners of St. Augustine grass are 
not usually killed but leaves 
turn brown and can be easily 
stripped 
from 
the 
runners. 
When the fungus has run its 
course, green sprigs reappear 
in the center of the affected 
spots. These spots sometimes 
become covered again by the 
end of the growing season. 
The disease is more easily 
controlled if fungicides are ap­ 
plied either before the disease 
occurm ce or shortly after the 
sxmptoms are noticed. 
With 
thorough 
application, 
chemical 
control 
has 
proved 
quite satisfactory. Combinations 
of fungicides containing PCNB, 
sold locally 
under the trade 
nam e of Terraolor, are usually 
the m ost effective. Liquid ap­ 
plications give quicker control 
than granular formulations, ac­ 
cording to Horne. 
It is a good ides to treat the 
entire yard even though only 
a small area is infected be­ 
cause of the unpredictability of 
the spread of the disease. If a 
lawn has a brown patch his­ 
tory, it is wise to apply a pre­ 
ventative spray, says the agent

We have the blessings of im­ 
munizations today through the 
dedicated efforts of a number 
of curious doctors and scient­ 
ists during the last 250 years. 
A country physician in England 
by the name of Edward Jen- 
ner first experimented in the 
late 1700’s with the possibility 
of immunization. 
Taking som e fluid from the 
pustule of a m ilk-m aid nam ed 
S arah N elm es, who had a di­ 
sease very sim ilar to sm aFpox- 
called 
cowpox, 
Dr.

scratched the m aterial on the 
arm of a boy nam ed Jim m y 
Phelps. 
Sure enough, the im m uniza­ 
tion took, m uch in crude im i­ 
ta tio n of our vaccinations today.
